cessfully’ operating the process in 


Vacuum cooling; a modern meth- 
od of refrigeration requiring no 
contact with ice or water, extracts 
the field heat from produce and 
vegetables in as little as 15 min- 
utes. Since the commodity and con- 


tainer are always dry it gives the 
shipper a choice of containers, in- 
cluding the new, ecoriomical and at- 
tractively printed corrugated paper 
cartons which weighs less thar 
conventional containers. 

Packaging is done in the field, 
and when corrugated - containers 
are used, the same package can be 
used for ultimate display of the 
commodity in the supermarket or 
other outlet. Among the commodi- 
ties grown in this area suitable for 
vacuum cooling are lettuce, cab- 
bage, escarole, beans, endive, corn, 
celery, romaine, radishes, mustard 
and collards. 

Pallet loads of containers of pro“ 
duce are moved to the Florida Vac- 
uum plant by truck and cooled in 
giant vacuum tubes, each more 
than seven feet in diameter and 
more than 50 feet long. Four of 
these tubes, each capable of cooling 
more than half a carload of produce 
.| at a time, have been installed and 
provision made in the new plant 
for the installation of two others. 

Each unit of produce—such as 
a head of lettuce—is cooled evenly 
with all the hundreds of other units 
in the vacuum Since the cooling is 
accomplished by the surrender of 
a tiny portion of the excess moist- 
ure in each unit. That is, the pro- 
duce, in its container in the vacu- 
um, is cooled from the “inside out” 
instead of from the “outside in” 
when ice or low temperatures ot 
erwise achieved are applied to the 
produce. 

As soon as the, commodity has 
been chilled to the optimum temp- 

erature for shipping, atmospheric
